Israel delays Nafcash

Lawyers for William Nakash sub- 
mitted the appeal to the supreme 
court Monday after Justice Minis- 
ter Avrabam Sharir decided to 
extradite the 24-year-old French 
Jew. But Judge Menachem Eton 
tarred the justice ministry and 
prison authontiesfoom preparing 
the extradition until the appeal is 
heard by a three- judge panel next 
Thursday.

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King visits Damascus 
for talks with Assad

HIS MAJESTY King Hussein on Wednesday 
paid a working visit to Damascus for talks 
with Syrian President Hafez A1 Assad on 
topics believed related to efforts for Middle 
East peace and settling Iraqi-Syrian differ- 
ences. 


The King and President Assad 
held two rounds of dosed meet- 
ing in addition to expanded talks 
attended by senior officials from 
both sides. The King is accompa- 
nied on the visit by Prime Minis- 
ter Zaid Rifai, Royal Court Chief 
Marwan AJ Qasem and Court 
Minister Adrian Abu Odeh. 

No details were available of the 
two leaders 1 talks, but news agen- 
cies speculated that the King was 
pursuing his efforts to settle dif- 
ferences between President 
Assad and Iraqi President Sad- 
dam Hussein. 

The King, on his seventh visit 
to Damascus since 1985, is be- 
lieved to follow up talks with 
President Assad last month which 
centred on Arab solidarity and 
the prospects for an international 
peace conference on the Middle 


East. 

The King has had similar dis- 
cussions with President Hussein 
of Iraq as part of his endeavours 
to bring the Syrian and Iraqi 
leaders together ahead of a pro- 
jected Arab summit. 

Jordan and 5audi Arabia have 
jointly led Arab efforts to recon- 
cile Iraq and Syria, ruled by rival 
factions of the Baatb Socialist 
Party. 

Diplomats quoted by Reuter 
said me King would probably also 
exchange views with President 
Assad ahead of the monarch's 
expected visit to London next 
mouth to seek European support 
for the proposed international 
conference on Middle East

Top Seoul dissident freed; 
opposition says talks failed 


SEOUL (R) — South Korean 
President Chun Doo Hwan re- 
leased the country's most promin- 
ent dissident from house arrest on 
Wednesday after a day in which 
he did little else that pleased his 
vocal opposition. 

- More than 100 wildly enthu- 
siastic supporters cheered as 

Eome of veteran dissident Kim 
Dae- Jung after standing guard 
there for more than two months. 

His release is a step forward for 
anti-government protesters who 
have staged two weeks of demon- 
strations around the country de- 
manding free elections and the 
resignation of President Chun. 

An end to Mr. Kim’s house 
arrest was also a condition for 
unprecedented political summit 
talks that were held on Wednes- 
day between Mr. Chun and Kim 
Young-Sam, joint leader with* 
Kim Dae- Jung of the hardline 
opposition Reunification Demo- 
cratic Party (RDP). 

But despite the summit and 
Mr. Kim’s release, prospects for 
an end to the country’s political 
turmoil looked feint. 

Kim Young-Sam called the 
meeting with Mr. Chun unsatis- 
factory, and an RDP statement 
talked frankly of “failure." 

Kim Dae-Jung, 63, emerged, 
from his home after his release 
and greeted reporters and the 
mob of jubilant supporters. 

He said that he, too, was dis- 
appointed with the meeting be- 
tween Mr. Chun and Kim Young- 
Sam, and he set out opposition 
goals, including free elections and' 
a referendum to decide on elec- 
toral reform. 

Mr. Kim, who was put under 
hosue a rrest for founding the 
RDP, called for the establish- 
ment of a pan-national neutral 
cabinet and caretaker govern- ' 
meat to run the country until 
elections. He tfid not sjrell out 
how- they simid be chosen. 

Despite Mr. Kim’s release, 


hopes of a political breakthrough 
after two weeks of nationwide 
street protests against Mr. Chun’s 
strongman rule remained sub- 
dued. 

Kim Young-Sam told reporters 
immediately after his meeting 
with Mr. Chun that he could not 
in conscience advise cancellation 
of another big day of protest set 
for Thursday. 


The RDP said it, "along with 
all other democratic forces. 


would fight to the end to achieve 
democracy and crush the govern- 
ment’s plot to bold on to power 
permanently.” 

U.S. troubleshooter Gaston 
Signr, who arrived here on Tues- 
day, held lengthy talks with Mr. 
Chun and his chosen heir Rob 
Tae-Woo but delayed a sche- 
duled visit to Kim Dae-Jung’s 
house until mid-evening. 

After his release, Mr. Kim 
Dae-Jung declined to disclose de- 
tails of their discussion. 

For the 15th straight day there 
were campus and street disturb- 
ances in South Korean cities. 
Police said nearly 10,000 students 
from 40 universities took part, 
but gave no details of dames. 

Meanwhile about 700 workers 
and students, called up by dissi- 
dent labour groups, fought run- 
ning battles with riot police in an 
industrial southern suburb before 
being scattered by volleys of tear- 


It was the first time that orga- 
nised labour had become in- 
volved in the latest wave of anti- 
government protests. Trade un- 
ions, under strict government 
control, have so far stayed aloof 
from the turmoil in the streets.

Rebels say 
138 Iranian 
soldiers killed 
or wounded 


NICOSIA (AP) — Iran's main 
opposition group said Wednesday 
its forces lolled or wounded 138 
Iranian government troops in 
attacks on four government milit- 
ary bases near the border with 
Iraq. 

A comm unique issued by the 
Mujahedeen-e-Khalq, the main 
Iranian faction opposed to 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini's 
regime, said the attacks in west- 
ern Iran were carried one by the 
resistance’s newly formed 
National Liberation Army 
(NLA). 

It said six NLA fighters were 
killed in the dashes early Monday 
in the Dehtoran region of west- 
ern Iran. 


The Mujahedeen said in the 
statement that several NLA 
battalions captured an Iranian 
gendarmerie base and destroyed 
three others in the eight-hour 
battle. 

The communique was telexed 
to AP office in Nicosia from 
Mujahedeen headquarters in 
~ i dad. 


Resistance fighters staged a 
three-pronged assault early Mon- 
day and captured the Khazai gen- 
darmerie base, 10 kilometres 
across the border from Iraq, it 
said. 

It said 500 Iranian Revolution- 
ary Guards were sent to retake 
the base and a 40 square- 
kilometre area seized by die guer- 
rillas were repulsed in heavy 
fighting. 


Sixty-eight Iranian troops 
were kiQea and 70 wounded and 


several bunkers destroyed in the 
dashes, the communique said. 

It said that the nearby Cheelat 
1 and 2 and Sehgelal bases also 
came under heavy fire from the 
guerrillas.

Iraqis hit 
Turkish ship 
near Kharg 


BAGHDAD (Agencies) — Iraq 
said its naval units rocketed a 
large ship near Iran’s crucial 
Kharg Island oil terminal, its 
third attack in five days on ship- 
ping in the Gulf after a one- 
month lull. 

A military spokesman in Bagh- 
dad said that the attackers scored 
an accurate and effective hit in 
the early morning raid on a “large 
maritime target." 

"The strike was in implementa- 
tion of Iraq’s resolve to cut off the 
enemy’s oil supplies used for pro- 
longation of foe war,” a spokes- 
man said in another dispatch, 
from the Iraqi News Agency 
(INA). 

In London, the Lloyds shipping 
intelligence unit said the 30,600- 
torrae Turkish bulk carrier Hira 
in was hit by an Iraqi missile off 
the Iranian coast and seven crew- 
men were injured. 

Gulf-based marine salvage ex- 
ecutives, speaking on condition 
of anonymity, said the ship was 
hit by a missile about 10 nautical 
miles off the Iranian port of 
Boshehr, which is dose to Kharg. 

Earlier, Tehran’s official Isla- 
mic Republic News Agency re- 
ported that Iranian jet fighters 
shot down an Iraqi helicopter 
early in the day after it attacked a 
merchant ship near Busbehr. 

It was not dear whether the 
Iraqi and Iranian reports referred 
to the same ship attacks. Iraq did 
not specify what type of “naval 
units” were used in the attack, 
but Baghdad's navy is believed to 
have helicopters. 

Turkish state radio said the fire 
was put out by the ship’s crew, 
helped by Iranian tugs. The in- 
jured were taken by Iranian navy 


helicopter to tbe Iranian port of 
jshehr. 


Bushehr, and the ship was under 
tow to Dubai, it said. 

There was no immediate dahn 
from Baghdad that its jets had hit 
a ship on Wednesday. Iraq Tues- 
day night said its naval units had 
struck a “large naval target” near 
Iran’s Bandar Khomeini port at 
the head of the Gulf. There was 
no independent confirmation.

Arabs stage massive strike to 


protest Israeli discrimination 


Israeli troops shoot and wound Nablus woman 


NAZARETH (Agencies) — 
Israel’s 700,000-strong Arab 
minority staged an unpre- 
cedented general strike on 
Wednesday in protest at the 
Israeli government’s discrimina- 
tion in favour of Jews. 

The strike call appeared to be 
almost totally observed in shops, 
schools, factories and fields in the 
main Arab areas of northern 
Israel, witnesses quoted by Reu- 
ter said. 

In the West Bank town of 
Nablus, shops were closed after 
an Arab woman was shot and 
wounded when Israeli soldiers 
opened fire on Palestinian de- 
monstrators. 

The Israeli army ordered A1 
Najah University in Nablus and 


the Abu Dis College of Educa- 
tion outside Jerusalem closed to 


prevent possible sympathy de- 
monstrations. 

Arab merchants throughout 
the West Bank closed their shops 
in support of the genera! strike, 
AP reported. 

A spokesman for the Arab 
strike committee, Nazir Mujah, 
said Wednesday's stoppage was 
the first step in a protest cam- 
paign against discrimination in 
education, public spending and 
employment. 

“Arab towns get 75 per cent 
lest per head or the population 
than Jewish communities,” be 
told Reuters. “We need 1,500 
extra classrooms as a matter of 
urgency. The government has 
agreed to build 40 this year as 
opposed to 460 for Jewish chil- 
dren.” 

Ail shops and restaurants in the 


normally bustling Nazareth 
were shuttered. 

“We want a quiet strike to 
show the unity of the Arab peo- 
ple is complete," one trader said. 

Schoolchildren and students 
boycotted classes with the excep- 
tion of those taking matriculation 
examinations, who were granted 
special dispensation by the strike 
committee. 

Mr. Mujali demanded govern- 
ment action to create jobs for 
Israeli Arabs and warned of 
possible further actions. 

“Unemployment in Israel as a 
whole is seven per cent, in the 
Arab sector it’s 22 per cent. 
Something has to be done. We 
are Israelis like any other citizen 
and we demand equal treatment.

Iraq welcomes superpower effort 


to end war; Iran rebuffs U.N. bid 


BAHRAIN (Agencies) — Iraqi 
President Saddam Hussein was 
quoted on Wednesday as saying 
he believed the superpowers did 
not want an international conflict 
in the Gulf and were seriously 
trying to halt the Iran-Iraq war. 

He also said Iran’s fighting will 
was weakening in the war, now 
nearing the end of its seventh 
year. 

In an interview with the Yugos- 
lav newspaper Borda and pub- 
lished by the Iraqi press. Presi- 
dent Hussein said: 

“Despite the intentions of 
different international parties, we 
believe there is a general 
framework within which the big 
powers are moving more serious- 
ly to take resolutions that will try 
to step the war." 

The five permanent members 
of the United Nations Security 
Council have drafted a ceasefire 
but not yet agreed on 
it up with an arms embar- 
go. Tbe five are the United 
States, the Soviet Union, China, 
Britain and France. 


President Hussein said he be- 
lieved the superpowers did not 
want to start an international 
conflict in the Gulf “because if 


such a thing happens, it will add 
ompli cations for the

gion.” 

The United States has 
announced a naval buildup in the 
Gulf to counter a perceived 
threat from Iran to international 
shipping and the export of oil 
through the strategic waterway.

The five permanent Security 
Council members have drafted a 
ceasefire proposal but have not 
yet agreed on the threat of an 
arms embargo to back it np. 

Mr. Mousavi's hardline state- 
ment followed criticism from 
Iran's top defence spokesman Ali 
Akbar Hashemi Rafeanjani that 
the U.N. did not consult Tehran 
about the peace bid. 

Mr. Mousavi said tbe Security 
Council had remained silent in the 
face of “crimes" committed by 
Iraq and therefore had no right 
to express its views on the out- 
come of the war. 

He told the radio: “We still 
believe in the same thing and that 
is, we shall oppose any interna- 
tional organisation, whatever it' 
might be and at whatever level 
including the Security Council 
which decides to support a regime 
by showing Was." 

“Should it follow its (previous) 
stance, the decisions of this coun- 
cil will have no value and we 
declare this in advance.” 


Kuwait steps up campaign 
for backing against threats 


KUWAIT (Agencies) — Kuwait 
on Wednesday stepped up its 
campaign to rally international 
and regional support for its' 
moves to avert further Iranian 
attacks cm its shipping. 

Foreign Minister Sheikh Sabah 
A1 Ahmad left for Saudi Arabia 
at the outset of a tour of Gulf 
Cooperation Council (GCC) 
member states to deliver mes- 
sages on the implications of the 
I ranian threats. 

Sheikh Sabah on Tuesday sent 
a message to U.N. Secretary- 
General Javier Perez de Cuellar 
urging international condemna- 
tion of the Iranian threats against 
his country. 

“Tbe Kuwaiti moves are aimed 
at explaining the serious situation 
in the Arabian Gulf resulting 
from die continuation of the Iran- 
Iraq war and the threats to 
navigation in international waters 
of the Gulf,” Sheikh Sabah told 
reporters. 

He said the emir, Sheikh Jaber 
A1 Ahmad AI Sabah, asked him 
to convey messages to the GCC 
leaden over the latest develop- 
ments in the region “within the 
framework of consultations 
flimarf at maintaining the region’s 
stabQiiy and security.” 

The GCC groups Kuwait with 
Saudi Arabia, Qatar, Bahrain, 
Oman and the United Arab Emi- 
rates in a regional economic and 
security alliance. The group have 


been exerting individual and col- 
lective efforts, and urging Arab, 
Muslim and international efforts 
to help end the war between Iran 
and Iraq. 

Ships serving Kuwait, which 
lies only kilometres from the 
Iran-Iraq war front, have suffered 
frequent attacks blamed by Gulf 
shipping sources on Iran. 

Sheikh Sabah, in his letter to 
the U.N. chief on Tuesday, said 
Iran was continuing to escalate 
the war, “and unleashed direct 
and repeated threats against 
Kuwait through its senior offi- 
cials” 


The foreign minister 
announced on Tuesday Kuwait 
would send envoys to 20 Islamic 
and Arab states and organisa- 
tions, from Algeria to Pakistan, 
to warn about growing dangers of 
the war. 


Minster of State for Foreign 
Affairs Sand Mohammad Al 
Osaimi returned home Tuesday 
after delivering messages to King 
Hussein and Syrian President 
Hafez Al Assad.

Council (GCC) have backed Un- 
ited Nations attempts to end the 
Iran-Iraq war and to keep ship- 
ping lanes in the Golf open. 

In a statement issued after talks 
here Tuesday night, ministers 
from the two blocs also repeated 
their support for an international 
Middle East peace conference. 

The informal talks were sche- 
duled several months ago to dis- 
cuss a planned economic pact 
between tbe two sides and to 
exchange views on easing ten- 
sions in the Gulf. 

They involved ministers from 
three community countries — « 
Belgium, Britain and Denmark 
— and from tbe United Arab 
Emirates (UAE), Oman and 
Saudi Arabia representing tbe 
six-nation Gulf council. 

Diplomats said the two sides 
remained split on what sort ol 
access to give Gulf states to com- 
munity markets under an econo- 
mic pact, although they agreed to 
try to open formal negotiations 
by the end of this year. 

Bat the political discussions 
which dominated the meeting 
produced large areas of agree- 
ment, they said. 

The statement said the EC and 
the GCC, “gave their support to 
the concerted international 


efforts aiming at ending the Iran- 
Iraq war and in particular to the 
activities of the U.N. secretary 
general and of tbe U.N. Security 
Councfl.” 

“The ministers emphasised 
that the freedom of navigation 
and the free flow of oil andother 
traffic through the Gulf is of 
utmost importance." it said. 
U.N. diplomats in New York 


said Tuesday the five permanent

submitted their ideas for a cease- 
fire resolution to the council’s 
current elected members. 

They said the permanent mem- 
bers — Britain, France, China , 
the Soviet Union and the United 
States — were still considering 
how to back up a demand for a 
halt to hostilities with a threat of 
an arms embargo. 

Belgian Foreign Minister Leo 
Tindemans tokl a news confer- 
ence early Wednesday morning 
the EOGCC meeting had not 
been intended as a formal nego- 
tiating session.

Saudis to search for mines off Kuwait 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Saudi 
Arabia has agreed to search the 
Gulf off the Kuwaiti coast for 
Iranian mines and has designated 
hospitals for American wounded 
in case of emergencies, a senior 
U.S. official has said. 

The Saudis will use U.S.-made 
helicopters dragging special sleds 
through the water to check for 
the explosives. A team of Amer- 
ican specialists is investigating re- 
ports that Iran planted mines to 
damage tankers carrying Western 
oil supplies, the official said. 

However, a U.S. request that 
the Saudis permit jet fighters to 
land for fuel is not being discus- 
sed, said the official, who deman- 
ded anonymity. Diplomatic 


sources said the Saudis saw no 
need for U.S. jets to fly aircover 
for navy vessels patrolling the 
Gulf. 

Despite close military ties, 
leaders of the Arab kingdom 
have been reluctant to commit 
themselves to supporting the Un- 
ited States’ actions in the Gulf. 
However, the State Department 
announced Monday that the 
Saudis had agreed “m principle” 
to use AWACS radar planes for 
joint surveillance of the southern 
Gulf. 

Saudis will pilot the planes, 
purchased from the United States 
in 1981, with Americans making 
op the rest of the crews. The main 
aim is to detea Iranian attack 


vessels before they can strike. 

Kuwait requested the Saudis* 
help in searching for mines and 
“the Saudis are positive,” the 
official said. 

The official said Iran had not 
yet deployed ap p roxim ately two- 
dozen Silkworm anti-ship missiles 
purchased from China, but that 
preparations were continuing to 
Wall them near die Strait of 
Hormuz. Western oil supplies 
pas through the narrow channel, 
which easily can be spanned by 
the rockets. 

Despite several U.S. appeals 
China has not agreed to hole 
back additional shipments, the- 
offidal said. 


Allied

U.S. says 

WASHINGTON (AP) — British 
and French naval activity in the 
Gulf was described by the White 
House as helpful and useful in the 
mission of keeping sea lanes 
open. 

Asked if allied support in the 
region was discussed at President 
Ronald Reagan’s meeting with 
Republican members of Con- 
gress, White House spokesman 
Marlin Fitzwater also said “most 
of the references were to the 
French and British long history in 
the Gulf, they’ve been there lon- 
ger than we have.” 

Eight of the II Kuwaiti tankers 
to be placed under the protection 
of the American flag nave now 
received U.S. Coast Guard tech- 
nical certification, the White 
House said Tuesday. 

Some of the eight, however, 
have not yet met another condi- 
tion, that their ownership be 51 
per cent American, Mr. Fitzwater 
told his daily news conference. 

Another unfinished part of the 
process is getting American cap- 
tains for them, he indicated. 

Mr. Fitzwater said Mr. Reagan 
would decide the timing of the 
start of the operation, which has 
aroused some misgivings in Con- 
gress. 

In London, the Ministry of 
Defence said Tuesday British 
warships on patrol in the Gulf 
have assisted 119 British commer- 
cial vessels in passing safely 
through the Iran-Iraq war zone 
fids year. 

Unlike the tegb-pubtidty U.S. 
effort in the wake of the rocket- 
ing of the USS Stark, Hriiaiii has 
kept a low profile for die Royal 
Navy presence in the tense Gulf. 
British officials decline to use the 
word “escort” to describe what 
the two British warships do for 
British tankers and freighters in 
the area. 

A high-ranking officer briefed 
British Defence correspondents 
anonymously Monday aboard a 
frigate in London harbour, and 
the spokesman Tuesday con- 
firmed, to the Associated Press 
that British warships assist com- 
mercial vessels by manoeuvring 
themselves between the vessels 
and any source of threat. 



Iran arms sales fuelled 
Gulf war — U.S. official 


WASHINGTON (R) — U.S. 
Defence officials have said they 
had opposed the secret sale erf 
American weapons to Iran for 
fear of opening the floodgates for 
sales by other nations, prolonging 
the Ifan-Ifaq war and endanger- 
ing U.S. interests in the Middle 
East. 

Henry Gaffney, director at the 
Defence Security Assistance 
Agency, which controls foreign 
weapons sales, testified to con- 
gressional hearings on die Iran 
arms scandal that the sale of 
Hawk and Tow missiles to 
Tehran probably had intensified 
the Iran-Iraq war, now almost 
seven years old. 

Noel Koch, former chief ter- 
rorism official at the Defence, 
Department, said that Defence 
officials np to Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger were upset at the 
Reagan administration’s secret 
plan to sefi the weapons to Iran in 
hopes of improving relations and 
winning the release of U.S. hos- 
tages in Lebanon. 

Gaffney wrote a memo for 
top-ranking defence officials in 
November 1985 when the sales 
began in which he warned that “if 
the sale became known, all bars 
would be removed from sales by 
such' countries as Spain, Portugal, 
Greece, U.K. (die United King- 
dom), Italy and FRG (Federal 
Republic of Germany), countries" 


who are only barely restrained 
from overt, large sales to Iran 
now.” 

“If Israel were used as the 
laundering country (through 
which the U.S. weapons woe 
shipped), they would be greatly 
encouraged to continue selling to 
Iran, and to expand their sales,” 
he wrote. 

Mr. Koch testified: “They (the 
Israelis) needed no encourage- 
ment to sell to Iran. The Israelis 
were selling to Iran bn a regular 
basis.” 

He said the Israelis, with whom 
he negotiated weapons deals, 
were eager to see toe U.S. sell 
arms in hopes of prolonging the 
war to keep Iraq occupied. 

Meanwhile a witness at the 
congressional bearings for the 
Iran-contra scandal said Tuesday 
fired White House aide Oliver 
North sought to conceal a gift of 
an expensive security sy s tem for 
his home. 

Another witness said that Col. 
North’s Iran-contra operation 
ally, Richard Secord, had myster- 
iously received deposits of half a 
million dollars in a defence fund.

Tte Israelis are requesting that 
children above, five years of age 
should acquire permits or pass- 
ports separate from those of their 
parents who are- residents of the 
West Bank and the Gaza Strip, if 
those children were bom outside 
the occupied territories, and have 
not/ yet. been . included in the 
parents’ documents, the state- 
ment -said. 


Children under five years of 
age bom outside the occupied 
territories and not registered in 
the documents of the parents 
should, according to Israeli mea- 
sures, bring with them birth cer- 
tificates awl also should be in- 
cluded in the parents’ passports 
before they can be allowed to 
enter, the statement added. 

The statement said that chil- 
dren under five years old were in 
the previous years permitted to 
enter provided they only held 
birth certificates. This measure is 
seen by the Jordanian govern- 
ment as another attempt for 
further complicating matters for 
Arab visitors and adding to the 
sufferings of the Palestinian peo- 
ple, the statement said. 

The statement also urged all 
travellers to try and bring all the 
required documents so as to 
avoid any inconvenience.

Jordan to study aid for Sudan 


AMMAN (Petra) — A Jordanian delegation is going to Sudan 
next month in order to study agricultural projects in which Jordan 
can participate. The delegation will be led by Dr. Abdul Salam AJ 


Abbadi who is chairman of a national committee for the support 
.of the Sudanese people, who have been facing drought and 
famine. Dr. Abbadi said that the delegation will spend ludays in 
Sudan to assess areas where help can be provided. 

Fayez receives African parliament report 

AMMAN (Petra) — Speaker of the Lower House of Parliament 
Akef A1 Fayez has received a report on the outcome of the 
African Parliamentary Union meeting which was held between 
April 13 and 17. The report outlined the economic subjects of 
concern to Africa that were discussed at the meeting and 
recommendations to various member countries on ways of easing 
economic difficulties through various forms of cooperation. The 
report, sent to Mr. Fayez in his capacity as current chair man of 
the Arab Parliamentary Union, speaks also of efforts being made 
by African states to ensure food security and promote agricultural 
production and combat diseases that affect crops. 

Iraqi official receives new ambassador

Arabs stage massive strike

If today’s protest doest not get 
action from the government there 
will be more strikes,” he said. 

In a radio interview, minister 
witbont portfolio Mosbe Arens 
acknowledged inequalities but 
contended that the strike was 
politically motivated. 

Mr. Mujali- responded: “The 
co mmunis ts, do have a place on 
the strike committee together 
with representatives of a number 

the IsraeHUbou^ Party. The de- 
cision was agreed unanimously.” 

“Insofar as the problems facing 
Israeli Arabs are political, thee 
you can say our struggle is politic- 
al, but not partisan. The Arab 
people simply want their rights.” 
he said. 

Mayor Hashem Mahamid of 
the town of Unnn AJ Fahoum 
said the day-long strike was to 
demand more government spend- 
ing on schools, health and other 
services in Arab villages. 

. .‘‘We are. demanding 1,500 
more classrooms, changes in the 
educational system... and 
changes in . budgets to Arab 
cities,” Mr. Mahamid told Israeli 
army radio. 


Mr. Mahamid said the Arabs 
were also protesting the planned 
razing of hundreds of Arab 
houses built without licenses. 
Many Arabs build homes illegally 
because of complicated, proce- 
dures to obtain permits and res- 
trictive Israeli zoning plans for 
Arab villages. 

In the occupied territories, 
Arabs joined the strike to protest, 
occupation policies, including the 
recent arrests of dozens of 
Palestinians, some of whom were 
ordered detained six months 
without trial. 

An army spokesman con- 
firmed 50-year-old Yusra 
Mahmud Tabbouq was wounded 
in a confrontation with soldiers in 
the West Bank’s largest dty of 
Nablus. 

The Palestine Press Service, an 
Arab Jerusalem-based news 
agency, said Mis. Tabbouq was 
taken to a hospital in Nablus after 
being shot by soldiers during a 
protest near the outdoor market- 
place. 

Israel’s Itim news agency re- 
ported thousands of Arab work- 
ers on strike in most Arab villages 
and towns in the northern 
Galilee, including Nazareth.

AMMAN (J.T.) — Final 
arrangements for the sixth Jerash 
Festival of Culture and Arts were 
endorsed Wednesday by the fes- 
tival's Higher National Commit- 
tee (HNC), meeting under the 
chairmanship of Her Majesty 
Queen Noor.

She said that 
contacts were made with groups 
from Egypt, Tunisia, the United 
States, the United Kingdom,

UNESCO panel reviews working papers

The papers also dwelt on the 
planning of educational policies 
in the Arab Worid. 

Dr. Akhras referred to educa- 
tion in the occupied Arab, terri- 


tories and said that UNESCO 
bad been active in promoting 
education in general and voca- 
tional training in particular and 
also in assisting to West Bank 
universities in the form of equip- 
ment. scholarships and audio- 
visual aids. 

Dr. Abdul Wahed Yousef from 
tire UNESCO regional office in 
Amman presented a working 
paper outlining the organisation's 
programmes for eradicating illi- 
teracy by the year 2,000. 


EC group visits Sahab city, 
reviews investment climate

AMMAN — The European Community’s (EC) 
interest in contributing to Jordan’s industrial de- 
velopment was manifested again Wednesday with a 
visit to the Sahab Industrial City by the head of the 
Delegation of the European Commission in Jordan, 
Mr. Romano Lantini, and seven envoys of the EC 
nations accredited to Jordan. 


Mr. Lantini, accompanied by 
the British, French, I talian , Bel- 
gian, and Spanish ambassadors, 
together with the charge d'af- 
faires of West Germany and 
Greece, visited the industrial dty 
located south east of the capital 
and met with Minister of Industry 
and Trade Rajai Muasher and the 
director of the Jordanian Indust- 
rial Estates Corporation (JTEC), 
Dr. Fayez Suheimat. 

Dr. Muasher and Dr. Suheimat 
both briefed the group on the 
industrial city and its programmes 
and operations and explained the 
various incentives offered to in- 
vestors by Jordan. 

Dr. Muasher answered ques- 
tions about exemptions for inves- 
tors embarking on development 
projects and also accompanied 
the guests on a tour of the indust- 
rial dty which includes a voca- 
tional training centre and an ex- 
hibition of local industries. 

The Sahab Industrial City has 
been the focus of finan cial and 
technical assistance from the EC. 
Financial contributions for the 
establishment of the city, which 
began operations in 1984, were 
drawn from loans provided by the 
European Investment Bank 
(EIB). The EC helped finance a 
workshop and training equipment 
for the new vocational training 
centre. A team of training advis- 
ers from the EC has been work- 
ing in the dty. In addition, the 
EC has provided management, 
promotion and finan cial expertise 
to the JIEC to assist in various 
aspects of industrial production at 
the Sahab Industrial City. 

Contributions to Jordan's in- 
dustrial development were made 
available through two financial 
protocols. The first protocol, 
covering the years 1977 to 1981, 
made available $45 milli on to 
Jordan. The second, covering the 
1981-86 period, provided $71 mil- 
lion. 


The funds have been used by 
Jordan for projects which co- 
vered education, industry, ener- 
gy, public utilities, health and 
tourism, scientific cooperation, 
agriculture and public utilities. 

According to a press release by 
the Delegation of the European 
Commission in Amman, the EC 
intends to sign a third financial 
protocol, covering the period 
1987-1991. providing 5111 million 
ro the Kingdom for industrial 
projects. This assistance is in 
addition to that provided to Jor- 
dan on a bilateral basis by the 
individual EC member states, the 


press release said. 

It said that three loans from the 
European Investment Bank,, 
amounting u> $16.4 million, were 
made available to help establish 
and expand the infrastructural 
development of the Sahab Indust- 
rial City which is owned and 
operated by the JIEC. 

A grant of $396,000 has been 
provided to finance a technical 
assistance programme at Sahab 
with a team of advisers to assist in 
the various aspects of accounting, 
cost recovery and marketing of 
the fully serviced factory sites at 
the industrial zone. 

In addition, the release said, a 
Sl.l. million grant has been 
agreed on by the EC to provide 
workshop equipment and training 
assistan ce to the vocational cen- 
tre at Sahab. 

Last mouth, a delegation from 
the European Investment Bank 
visited the Sahab Industrial Gty 
and inspected various installa- 
tions. They also met Jordanian 
government officials to discuss 
EC aid to Jordan.

spoken English, Mr. Kennedy 
said. 

Mr. Kennedy, whose four-day 
visit to Jordan was sponsored by 
the British Council and the Uni- 
versity of Jordan, also held talks 
with senior officials from the 
Royal Scientific Society (RSS) on 
a project to set up a comprehen- 
sive data base on the Arabic 
language. 

He said he was “very much 
encouraged” by the positive re- 
sponse to the proposal from the 
RSS as well as the University of 
Jordan. The data-base project is 
expected to be the forerunner for 
producing an Arabic-1 an guage 
dictionary and other publications 
in specialised fields in linguistics. 


Ministry: Cereal production 
less than predicted in ’87 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The Ministry 
of Agriculture announced it ex- 
pects Jordan's production of cere- 
als will only reach 136,000 tonnes 
this year; less than expected by 
ministry experts at the beginning - 
of the harvest season. 

Ministry Under Secretary Dr. 
Salem Al Lawzi said Jordan is 
expected to produce 100,000 ton- 
nes of wheat, 30,000 tonnes of 
barley and 6,000 tonnes of lentils 
this season, figures very near to 
the country’s annual cereal pro- 
duction rate. 

Dr. Lawzi said large areas in 
southern Jordan which normally 
grow cereals did not receive suffi- 
cient rain, while part of the north- 
eastern regions, especially the 
Mafraq Governorate, were 
adversely affected by a cold wave 
followed by early heat last 


month. 

Harvest has begun mostly in 
the southern and eastern regions 
of the Kingdom and the Ministry 
of Agriculture said last week the 
Disi and Sahl Al Suwwan areas, 
semi-desert lands leased to local 
companies for development, are 
expected to yield 3,000 tonnes. 

Other state-owned land used 
for cereal production was leased 
in the same area to three local 
companies. Studies are under 
way for leasing land for a similar 
project in Azraq area. 

According to Dr. Lawzi, a 
ministry committee charged with 
purchasing cereals from local far- 
mers has met to discuss purchases 
of cereals to be conducted 
through the Jordan Valley, Irbid, 
Jweideh and Karak purchasing 
centres.

AS. Washington spokesmen repeat that an attack on Iran’s Silkworm 
missiles is under consideration, the United States is consorons iy rais ing 
the temperature in the Golf. It cannot be said to be intensifying a 
conflict which has already seen such appalling slaughter, but it has 
added a new dimension by making big power involvement and the 
internationalisation of the war a red and immediate possibility. 

It makes little difference that the signals from Washington are 
confined and contradictory. Attacking the missile silos is only one of 
several options under consideration and in any case depends upon the 
missiles being deployed. But Senators Warner and Glenn have made 
dear their belief that a pre-emptive strike is likely to be necessary as 
soon as the missiles are deployed in a way that could Mock the Straits 
of Hormuz. The chairman of the U.S. chiefs of staff, Admiral Crowe, 
cm the other hand, has said be thinks that the U.S. nary escorting 
Kuwaiti tankers under the U.S. flag should be sufficient protection. 
He believes It would not be a high risk operation and although the U.S. 
cannot rule out Iran escalating the war, he maintains Iran has been 
“even more cautious than previously'’ since the Iraqi Exocet attack on 
the U.S. ship. 

Meanwhile, President Reagan, with his description of Iran as 
“barbaric,” has abandoned any pretence of U.S. neutrality in the 
war. Clearly a Libyan -style operation against Iran is something that 
be would consider and, as before, once the threat has beat made, it is 
difficult for the U.S. not to take some positive action. It is no wonder 
that many congressmen, Republican as wefl as Democrat, have 
become deeply alarmed at the trend. 

It is hardly surprising that the other Golf states are uncertain in 
their response to an American policy which is so unclear. Superficial' 
ly, Kuwait has most reason to be satisfied with the trend. By 
threatening to turn to the USSR — an option which it is still 
maintaining — it has elicited the American offer to give 11 of Its 
tankers the protection of the U.S. flag. But even Kuwait must fear the 
possibility of a pre-emptive strike against Iran. Other GCC members 
are probably aghast. Since it is difficult and dangerous to manoeuvre 
aircraft carriers in the Gulf, an anti-missile strike would have to be 
launched from land bases. It is most unlikely that Saudi Arabia or 
Oman would accept the enormous risks this would entail, for Bahrain 
and the UAE it would be out of the question. 

As the Irangate hearings rumble on there is also the question of U.S. 
sincerity in its derision to grasp the Ir anian nettle. If U.S. policy has 
shifted from Iraq to Iran mid back again could it not make one more 
shuttle? At present the U.S. is trying to reassure its disgruntled Arab 
friends but this may not re main a priority for long. These doubts are 
helping to delay what is now the most logical and sensible step — a 
Security Council resolution calling for a ceasefire and arms embargo. 
Some of the necessary etanents for this are there. The U.S. and USSR 
are now quite dose in their views on the Gulf although they both still 
shrink from overt cooperation. Britain and France would not be 
obstacles and even China claims that it is really North Korea which is 
supplying the Silkworms. The truth of this statement is less important 
than the fact that it was made. But a Security Council resolution 
would have to have some appearance of even-handedness to avoid 
rendering Iran even more stubborn. The trouble is that for some years 
only Iran has been rejecting a ceasefire. But it might be possible to 
introduce the question of responsibility for starting the war. The 
Iraqis have said that they are quite prepared to put their case on this 
point. The time has come to pot this to the test — Middle East 
International, London. 
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AlRa’i: Shultz’ State Department 


OBSERVERS of American policies can easily discover that toe U.S. 
State Department under George Shultz has not achieved any real 
successes. They can also see that toe defiance and arrogance and 
shortsightedness have continued to characterise America's policies 
under Shultz. The setbacks which toe Reagan administration has 
been dealt over toe past years on toe domestic front gave toe State 
Department a free hand to handle all aspects of foreign policy in a 
manner that does not lend any regard to the reaction of world public 
opinion. Such instance of America's foreign policy can be seen in toe 
latest State Department statement which regarded the Soviet Union 
as an unqualified party to take part in the proposed Middle East 
peace conference. Of course the international community scoffs at 
such statement, but we have to point to this shortsightedness on the 
part of a superpower like the United States and its harmful 
consequences on international relations. It should be said that no 
lasting peace, stability or security can be achieved if they are to be 
worked out in harmony with the policies of toe State Department in 
Washington which supports injustice and aggression and also 
hegemony on other nations. If Washington does not want toe 
Palestinians, China and toe Soviet Union to attend toe conference, 
nor does it want a European role in such an affair there will be no 
conference which can achieve peace. 

A1 Dustour: Campaigning for peace or 
elections? 

ISRAELI Foreign Minister Shimon Peres's current tour of European 
capitals is aimed at promoting toe Israeli-version of an international 
peace conference, one that is considered naive; and a ridiculous 
attempt to peddle toe ideas of toe Israeli Labour Party. Peres has not 
been able fo persuade the Likud bloc. Labour's partner in the present 
coalition government, with his ideas and has not been able to call for 
a general election in Israel to determine this issue. The countries that 
Peres is visiting have all declared support for an international 
conference to achieve peace between Israel and toe Arab countries, 
and these countries do not obstruct efforts for peace and do not adopt 
an intransigent position similar to that of Israel in this respect. If any 
cam paign is to be launched to enlist support for the conference it 
should be held inside Israel which continues to obstruct peace efforts. 
Therefore, Peres is representing no more than himself m his current 
tour; and according to Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir, Peres’s 
ideas carry no official government view. In fact, Peres is obsessed 
with the idea of presenting himself as a caller for peace and so he 
undertook toe European tour and is pursuing his aimless talks with 
European leaders. We believe that European government leaders 
would not be taken in by any ideas which Israel is now presenting to 
them; and we consider toe Brussels declaration as a general 
framework for Europe’s policies regarding toe situation in toe Middle 
East.

“THE Dingo Principle’s” recent 
portrayal of Muslims, and parti- 
cularly the Ayatollah, is not 
merely an example of hard hitting 
Australian satire but a symptom 
of a body of theory and practice 
which is unfortunately tar too 
prevalent in the Western media 
when it deals with Muslims and 
Arabs. 

The web of racism, sodo-cultu- 
ral stereotyping, and dehumanis- 
ing ideology against both Mus- 
lims and Arabs remains strong, 
and its expression is rarely subtle. 

Among thing s that “The Dingo 
Prindple ,, failed to note is that 
whatever toe execesses of the 
Iranian regime today, the regime 
before Khomeini was far more 
systematically oppressive. Hie 
execesses of the Savak, the 
Shah's secret police, were rarely 
reported with toe same kind of 
details. Having said that, one is 
alarmed at many things that are 
still occurring in that country. 
The depiction of Khomeini might 
not be offensive in itself if it is 
seen in toe context of satirical 
tradition, but the frustration of 


Arabs and Muslims with such 
portrayals is understandable. 
Often it must seem to them that 
narrow, bigoted interpretations 
of their way of life are the only 
ones made available to Wester- 
ners by toe media. 

In a recent survey with a col- 
league (at Hawthorn Institute) of 
400 year — 12 students in 28 
schools in Victoria a sizable por- 
tion (S6.1 per cent) noted that 
their main source of information 
concerning Muslims and Arabs is 
television and films. This is quite 
depressing for a nnmber of 
reasons, but primarily as televi-. 
sion has become such an effective 
arbiter of right and wrong. It has 
also become both the judge and 
toe jury of what does or does not 
appeal to the average Australian. 
During the past five years numer- 
ous films which have depicted 
typical anti-Muslim and anti- 
Arab stereotypes have prolifer- 
ated in Australia’s commercial 
cinemas and on TV channels. 
Such recent films as “Protocol,” 
“Jewel of the Nile,” “Never Say 
Never Again,” “Bolero,” “Best 
Defence,” “Sahara,” ‘Cannon- 
ball n,” “The Ambassador,” St. 
Emo’s Fire,” “Iron Ball,” and 
“Delta Force” are only a few of 
those which depict Muslims and 
Arabs as lecherous, terrorists, 
lazy, primitive, corrupt, evil or 


threatening toe Western way of 
life. Suddenly the imam: of toe 
Muslim-Arab parallels toe image 
of a lew in pre-Nazi Germany. 
Even in a seemingly harmless 
comedy such as “Blazing Sad- 
dles” Arabs appear side by side 
with Nazi soldiers. 

Studies showing toe effect of 
television on public opinion, and 
to some extent the formation of 
foreign policy, are abundunL 

Arabs do not fare any better in 
the Australian press than they do 
in television and films. Its treat- 
ment of this religious/radal group 
has reduced them to two images: 
Firstly as more or less primitive 
and bloodthirsty terrorists; and 
secondly that of irresponsible and 
corrupt billionaires. Portrayal of 
Arabs and Muslims has generally 
been a potpourri of prejudices, 
incorrect data and omnnssion. 

In an article featured in The 
Age (May 14, 1987) with a sketch 
of toe Ayatollah kneeling m a 
traditional Islamic way next to a 
grim skeleton of his, and armed 
with a rifle, a sword, and carrying 
an evil looking bird, toe following 
question is rased: “But how far 
from reality was the sketch?” ... 
Quoting Amnesty International 
report the article reads: “Most 
executions are by hanging or fir- 
ing squad. Stoning to death is 
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The above is part of an advertise- 
ment for an Australian mini-series 
TV programme. 

prescribed for various sexual off- 
ences and is deliberately designed 
to cause pain before death — by 
law the stones used must not be 
too large in case toe person dies 
after being hit by one or two of 
them.” 

Whilst all this may be true, toe 
Western press ashamedly failed 
to report that toe Savak was 
responsible for fiOjUOU deaths in 
1978. When an Australian female 
traveller who was raped during 
the same year by a Savak member 
complained to the police she was 
told that toe has toe “right” to 
marry toe raper or simply get out 
of toe country. 

Not only was “The Dingo Prin- 
ciple” in poor taste, it was marred 
by ignorance, racism, hostility 
and myopic thinking.

Soviets extend influence in Gulf, Middle East

NICOSIA, Cyprus — The Soviet 
Union, exploiting an erratic U.S. 
foreign policy, is spreading its 
influence in toe Gulf. 

And despite Washington's in- 
sistence that a U.S. naval pre- 
sence in the Golf is vital to 
freedom of navigation, U.S. offi- 
cials have stressed the need to 
counter Soviet advances in the 
Gulf and toe Arab World in 
general. 

President Ronald Reagan, 
commenting on toe need for a 
U.S. presence to protect shipping 
from Iranian attacks in toe war 
against Iraq, stressed: “If we 
don’t do it, toe Soviets will.” 

The Soviets have been qnietly 
making diplomatic inroads in the 
Gulf for some time. 

But toe pace and intensity has 
quickened amid both toe impasse 
in U.S. efforts to find a settle- 
ment to the Arab-Israeli conflict, 
and last November’s disclosure of 
secret U.S. arms sales to Iran 
with Israel’s help. 

The U.S. arms sales, a viola- 
tion of Washington’s stated poli- 
cy, sent shock waves through the 
Arab World, particularly the tra- 
di tonally Western-oriented Gulf 
states. These countries, fearful of 
an Iranian victory in the war 
against Iraq, were appalled to find 
the Americans arming Iran. 

Congress increased Arab un- 
ease by refusing to approve toe 
sale of sophisticated weapons to 
moderate Arab states such as 
Saadi Arabia and Jordan on the 
grounds they could be used 
against Israel or fall into terrorist 
hands. 

Now some Arab states have 


turned to Western Europe and 
toe Soviet onion for their hard- 
ware. 

Many Western analysts believe 
that the balance of influence in 
toe region is movinginexorabiy in 
the Soviets' favour. 

U.S. senator Daniel Moynihan 
said of Soviet encroachment: 
“The great geopolitical prize of 
toe 20th century is now within 
their grasp.” 

In recent months, Moscow has 
scored several signifient gains: 

— The Soviets played a key 
role in reuniting Yasser Arafat's 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion with Syrian-backed radicals 
and in pressing Syrian President 
Hafez Assad to reconcile with 
Arafat, ending a four-year split. 

— The Soviets, along with 
Saudi Arabia and Jordan, are toe 
driving force behind renewed 
efforts to reconcile President 
Assad and Iraqi President Sad- 
dam Hussein, two of Moscow’s 
main Arab friends. The nine-year 
rift is blocking a long-delayed 
Arab summit. 

— Moscow has patched up 
relations with Egypt, once its 
closest Arab ally ana lately a key 
U.S. friend, 15 years after the 
late President Anwar Sadat threw 
the Soviets out. Moscow has res- 
cheduled a $3 billion debt cm easy 
terms, while the Americans stiH 
are haggling with Cairo over a 
$4.5 billion military debt. 

— Moscow quickly moved to 
help Kuwait protea its shipping 
in the Gulf war, leasing it three 
tankers, after the Emirate re- 
quested superpower assistance. 
U.S. moves to reflag Kuwaiti 
tankers under the stars and 
stripes have been delayed be- 


cause of congressional opposi- 
tion, further unde rmining Arab 
confidence in Washington. - 

— The Soviets have in the last 
18 months opened diplomatic re- 
lations with Oman and the Un- 
ited Arab Emirates in toe Gulf. 

Diplomats in toe Gulf believe it 
is only a matter of time before 
Moscow establishes links with 
Saudi Arabia, Bahrain and 
Qatar. It has long had relations 
with Kuwait. 

For toe last 50 years, toe 
theocratic Saudis, guardians of 
Islam's holiest shrines, have de-' 
nonneed toe Soviet system, which 
officially preaches atheism, as toe 
enemy of all Muslims. 

More recently, toe Saudis have 
condemned toe Soviet invasion of 
Muslim Afghanistan , But that cri- 
ticism has become more muted 
amid Soviet assertions that it 
wants to leave Afghanistan. 

King Fahd’s eldest son. Prince 
Faisal, and Saudi Oil Minister 
Hisham Nazer have visited 
Moscow. 

Senior Soviet officials have 
been criss-crossing the Arab 
World in recent months in an 
ever-increasing diplomatic drive 
by toe Kremlin. 

Deputy Foreign Minister Vla- 
dimir Petrovsky said during a 
Gulf tour in April that the region 
is of “paramount political import- 
ance to toe foreign policy of the 
Soviet Union, which endeavours 
to develop relations with all states 
in toe region.” 

The Soviets have long viewed 
the Gulf as strategic to their 
interests, paying special attention 
to Iran. 

The Gulf has largely been insu- 
lated from Soviet influence since 


World War U, and the Soviets 
have sought for decades to break 
toe Western monopoly of influ- 
ence in toe region. 

The Gulf assumed even -greater 
importance for toe Soviet Union, 
toe world's largest oil producer, 
because Moscow is expected to 
become an importer of oil by the 
end of the century. 

Despite Iranian criticism of the 
Soviet Union, Moscow has fared 
better than toe United States in 
improving relations with Tehran. 

The Soviets, by keeping their 
naval presence in the Guff to 'a 
minimum, have kept their op- 
tions open with Tehran while toe 
Americans have moved into con- 
frontation with toe Islamic re- 
public. 

“We don’t believe the Russians 
are following the American ex- 
perience very closely,” . Iran’s 
official news agency quoted a 
foreign minis try official in Tehran 
as saying recently. . 7 ' * 

“We believe- the iSoviets are 
’ more pragmatic than the 'Amer- 
icans, who have tested their In- 
volvement in toe region and re- 
ceived blows from toe militant 
Muslim people.” 

Militarily, toe Soviet navy’s 
pacific fleet, whose zone of op- 
erations includes the Indian 
Ocean, the Arabian Sea and toe 
Gulf, has been built up with 
aircraft carriers, missile cruisers 
and submarines. 

These give it a qualitative edge 
in some classes or warship over 
toe U.S. navy in the region. 

The Soviet fleet is limited by a 
lack of land bases. But it r emains 
a powerful force in an area where 
toe oil lifelines of the West and 
Japan are vulnerable. 


Israeli military solicits contributions

TEL AVTV — Israel, with one of 
the world’s longest military ser- 
vice requirements and highest 
levels of taxation, is asking the 
public for donations to the armed 
forces. 

Through advertisements in 
newspapers, magazines, posters, 
and even toe telephone book, the 
defence ministry urges Israelis to 
“make a donation to Libi — the 
fund for the security of Israel.” 

Libi must raise funds from a 
population whose men already 
serve three years from age 18-21 
in the Israeli army, and return 
every year for a month of reserve 
duty until age 55. Women must 
complete two years of compul- 
sory military service. 

In addition to providing man- 
power, Israelis pay 35 to 40 per 
cent of their earnings in income 
taxes, about a quarter of which 
goes to toe army. 

Nonetheless, Libi has managed 
to raise $70 million dollars since 
its inception in 1980. 

The money is spent on educa- 
tion for underprivileged soldiers, 
advanced weapons development 
and medical supplies. 

Libi's fundraisers are them- 
selves soldiers and reserve 
officers. 

Most of toe cash comes from 
inheritances. Donors are quietly 
encouraged to include Libi in 
their wills. An official in its Tel 
Aviv office said Libi has received 
funds from about 100 wills, some 
bequeathing apartments and 
other valuables. 

Libi is not toe only organisa- 
tion soliciting donations for the 
military. 

Tbe spokesman for a separate 
private fundraising organisation 
said Israelis have a special regard 
for toe army and are willing to 


give additional contributions. 

“Of course it's very difficult to 
raise money, but I have to say 
there's another attitude when it 
comes to soldiers,” said Chaim 
Lifshitz of the Association for toe 
Welfare of Soldiers in Israel 
(AWSI). 


Lifshitz said his group raised 
about $15 million dollars last 
year. 

Libi collects only within Israel, 
occasionally attracting donations 
from American and other tour- 
ists. AWSI receives about 20 per 
cent of its fund from Europe and 


North America, Lifshitz said. 

Not all the fundraising efforts 
reach their taiget. The two asso- 
ciations accidentally sent a joint 
appeal last April to 900,000

LOS ANGELES — Fred Astaire 
brought to the film world his top 
hat, white tie and tails and an 
elegant, dazzling style of dancing 
that left audiences breathless. 

Astaire died in hospital on 
Monday on pneumonia. He was 


In his later years he built a 
second career as a character 
actor. But he will be remembered 
for his stylish dancing, with his 
bewildering array of. intricate 
steps, that made him one of 
Hollywood’s major box office 
attractions for 35 years. 

His string of dancing partners 
reads like a Hollywood “who’s 
who” — Ginger Rogers, his most 
famous partner. Cyd Charisse, 
Eleanor Powell, Rita Hayworth, 
Vera Ellen, Ann Miller, Leslie 
Caron, Betty Hutton, Judy Gar- 
land, Audrey Hepburn and 
others. 

i With his dancing came a thm„ 
clipped but catchy singing voice 
and a light-hearted sense of 
humour. 

“My films were meant to be 
fun," Astaire said. “They weren’t 
pretentious and never tried to 
prove anything. They were enter- 
tainment — period.” 

He gave millions of people far 
from the big cities their first taste 
of professional dancing, paving 
the way for dancers luce Gene 
Kelly. . . 

Fashionable and urbane both 
on and off screen, Astaire was 
bom Frederick Austerbtz on May 
10, 1899, in Omaha, Nebraska, 
the son of an Austrian beer sales- 
man and a mother who, in 
Astaire’s words, was the boss of 
the family. 

His mother, Anna Austeriitz, 
launched Astaire and his elder 
sister, Adele, on a dancing 
career. The pair made their first 
appearances in schools and 
church halls. 

The mother moved the family 
to New York where the children 
were hailed as prodigies. From 
being billed as “Fred and Adele 
Astaire in new songs and smart 
dances,” they moved up to a 
Broadway show, “Over the 
Top,” starring Ed Wynn, in 1917. 

This was followed by “Apple 
Blossoms” and “For Goodness 
Sake," which took the Astaires to 
London and made them stars on 
both sides of the Atlantic. 

They danced their way through 
“Lady be Good,” “Funny Face” 
and “The Bandwagon,” before 
Adele left the stage in 1932, to 
many Lord Cavendish, son of the 
Duke of Devonshire, and live in 
Ireland.’ 

Alone, Astaire starred in “The 
Gay Divorcee,” which won him 
his first Hollywood offer — a 
featured role with Ginger Rogers 
in “Flying. Down to Rio.” 

An earlier film test bad pro- 
duced this report on Astaire: 
“Can’t act. Slightly bald. Can 
dance a little.” 

The teaming of Astaire and 
Rogers produced the most 
famous dancing partnership in 
screen history. They made nine 
films together, including “Follow 
the Fleet,” “Shall We Dance,” 
“Swingtime” and “Roberta,” and 
earned more than $30 million in 
box office receipts at a time of 
low income tax. 

Their musical “Top Hat,” now 
considered a classic, took only six 
weeks in ma k e and cost just 
$620,000. The words of the 
song... ..“Putting on My Top 
HaL.:” became the' unofficial 
trademark for Astaire. 

He accepted the good life in 
full — his mansion in Beverly 
Hills overlooking Hollywood, jas 
zj jj staff of servants, his friends with 


the Duke of Windsor, mem- 
bership of exclusive dubs and his 
string of racehorses. 

He married the former Phyllis 
Potter, a wealthy New York 
socialite, and opened Fred 
Astaire Dancing Studios in many 
countries. An intensely private 
person off screen, he seldom ven- 
tured outside his circle of friends. 

In 1945, at the age of 46, 
Astaire announced his retirement 
from the screen, but came back 
ihree years later to make one of 
his most famous films, “Easter 
Parade” with Judy Garland. He 
explained he had felt guilty about 
being idle. 

The following year he received 
a special Oscar for his “unique 
artistry” and his contribution to 
films. 

- In his fifties, Astaire starred 
with Cyd Charisse in “Silk Stock- 
ings”, with Leslie Caron in “Dad- 
dy Langfegs” and with Audrey 
Hepburn in “Funny Face”. 

In 1958, he -starred in “An 
Evening With Fred Astaire,” 
with a then unknown dancer, : 
Barrie Chase, and the show won 
die biggest audience for any U.S. 
television show up to that time. 
The show also won nine televi- 
sion Emmy awards. 

Ten years later, Astaire finally 
retired as a dancer although he 
danced briefly in the film “That’s 
Entertainment, Part 2,” in 1976, 
when he was 77. “I didn't want to 
be the oldest dancer in captivity,” 
be said. 

He always refused to name his 
favourite dancing partner but he 
said Chase was one of the bat. 

“Ginger was a great personal- 
ity. She may have faked it a little 
but we had a great thing going,” 
be said. “Rita Hayworth and Cyd 
Charisse were probably a little 
tall for me." 

He was five feet nine indies tall 
(175 cm.). 

“I was cold-blooded about 
dancing,” Astaire said. “I wanted 
h to be good, and then I wanted it 
to be better.” 

His wife, Phyllis, died in 1954 
after a marriage lasting 21 years. 
They had two children — Fred, a 
rancher, and Ava, who lives in 
Ireland, and a stepson, Peter 
Potter, a sheriff. 

He won wide praise for a tele- 
vision role as an elderly house- 
painter trundled off to a nursing 
borne in "The Family Upside 
Down” with Helen Hayes, and 
was nominated for an Oscar for 
his role in the film “The Tower- 
ing Inferno” — a nomination he 
never received as a dancer. 

In 1980, when he was 81, 
Astaire married a jockey, Robyn 
Smith, who at 35 was 46 years his 
junior. 


Europeans plan to standardise mobile telephone systems

STUTTGART — Many sales 
representatives have a mobile 
telephone. If they want to make a 
call, they just pull in to the side of 
the road and use their pressbut- 
ton keypad. 

But the moment they cross into 
another country, contact fades. 
This is soon to change. From 
1991; 15 European postal services 
plan to operate a uniform digital 
mobile phone network. 

By then an estimated 10 million 
European subscribers, including 
two million West Germans, wiu 
be able to communicate by car or 
mobile phone (cellular phones) 
via the new D (for digital) net- 
work. 

The service is to be provided at 
a price the man in the street can 
afford — as opposed to the DM 

10.000 or so mobile phones now 
cost. 

In a few years’ time the invest- 
ment is expected to be a mere 
DM 3.000 and pundits feel DM 

2.000 will be well within reach 
(which is what the most inexpen- 
sive video recorder cost not long 
ago). 

A go-ahead was given recently 
when the West German Posts and 
Telecom Minister Chirstian 
Schwarz-Schilling talked with his 
British. French and Italian coun- 
terparts in Bonn. 

He announced after the meet- 
ing that agreement bad been 
reached on a joint approach to 
the digital mobile phone net- 
work. 

The terms agreed were a com- 
promise, and not one that was 
easily arrived at, with France and 
Germany of all countries baulk- 
ing at agreeing to proposals sub- 
mitted by a majority of European 
Postal Union (CEPT) countries. 

Two schools of thought — wide 
or narrow band — were long at 
loggerheads, with an open clash 
occurring at a CEPT conference 
in Madeira at the end of 
February. 

Narrow band technology is 
simpler and less expensive, 
whereas wide band technology, 
although more expensive, seems 
likelier to ensure higher-quality 
transmission. 

After protracted debate on reg- 
ulations and standards 13 of the 

15 CEPT member-countries 
advocated narrow band technolo- 
gy at the Madeira gathering, with 
Bonn and Paris demurring — on 
technical grounds, they said. 

That looked like putting paid 
not only to the higher-quality 
technique but also to a Franco-' 
German joint- venture:in mobile 
phone technology.- .*• i 

A consortium consisting of 
AEG and SEL of Germany and 
ATR and SAT of France, plus 
Italtei of Milan, had early con- 
vinced the French and German 
postal services of the Quality of 
their CD 900 wide band system. 

It was very mud) a case of all 
smiles and Franco-German 
friendship. Chancellor Kohl and 
President Mitterrand had perso- 
nally prompted this pan-Euro- 
pean project at their October 
1984 Bad Kreuznach summit. 

The postal services of the other 
13 countries were not alone in 
voicing misgivings about the wide 
band system championed in Bonn 
and Paris. Objections were raised 
in the Federal Republic by Sie- 
mens of Munich. 

Siemens had developed, in 
conjunction with Ericsson of 
Sweden, a narrow band system of 
its own. Bosch of Stuttgart and 
ANT of Backnang were also early 
backers of the narrow band tech- 
nique — that has now made the 
running. 

France and Germany, out on a 
limb after being outvoted 13-2 at 
Madeira, felt unsure of them- 
selves and began to reconsider 
their position. 

The CEPT deadline expired on 

16 March. A fortnight later, at 
the CeBit trade fair in Hanover, 
the wide band manufacturers 
voiced annoyance, having sensed 
that the tide was turning against 
them. 

All that could be elicited from 
Bonn was the information that 
the authorities were reviewing 
the situation. But behind the

scenes it was clear that Bonn was 
on the point of breaking ranks 
and siding with the narrow band 
majority. 

The French government felt 
unable to follow suit without 
further ado; that would mean 
losing face. So a political com- 
promise bad to pave the way to 
agreement. 

At the beginning of April the 
French proposed — still behind 
the scenes — adopting as the 
European standard a narrow 
band system devised by Alcatel, a 
French company. 

As a further sop to French 
prestige Paris made its approval 
subject to the proviso that part of 
the wide band system was laid on 
as an extra to the narrow band 
system for all. 

Bonn endorsed this strategy, 
assured itself of the approval of 
Britain and Italy (both narrow 
band supporters) and brought 
pressure to bear on the others. 

The CEPT countries seem like- 
ly to accept the compromise 
worked out by the Big Four, with 
a final decision due to be reached 
in Brussels between 9 and 12 
June. 

Agreement on the basis of the 
compromise proposal would be- 
nefit all concerned. 

First, it would set up a common 
market with an estimated annual 
turnover of between DM I5m 
and DM 30m. Second, Europe 
would from 1991 boast the 
world’s most advance mobile 
phone system. 

Last but not least, the narrow 
band frequencies fit more easily 
than a wide band system into the 
gaps between existing radio ser- 
vices left by postal administra- 
tions. 

A handy portable cordless 
radio telephone from Europe 
could go on to become a world 


bestseller. 

The most serious technical 
problem seems sure to be the 
system’s liability to break down 
— a problem subscribers to the C 
network, launched a year ago, 
are only too familiar with. 

Car phone calls are often inter- 
rupted when either too many calls 
overburden the system or tall 
buildings block the radio waves in 
built-up areas. 

Signals can then be superim- 
posed on calls or distort them. In 
Austria and Switzerland the 
mountains add to the problem. 

In the analog C network the 
Bundespost hopes to solve this 
problem by means of more trans- 
ceiver stations. Filters are plan- 
ned to ensure "clean" speech and 
data transmission via the digital 
D network. 

When the C network was laun- 
ched on May 1, 1986 a backlog of 
11.000 applications for a mobile 


phone awaiting processing. 

Jost over a year later about 

30.000 subscribers use the C net- 
work even though equipment and 
installation costs roughly DM 
10.000. 

The Bundespost expects the C 
network’s capacity to be ex- 
hausted by the end of the decade. 
It will then number 280,000 car 
phone subscribers. 

The B network, in operation 
since the early 1970s, has long run 
at full capacity. It can handle only 

27.000 subscribers. 

Scandinavians are the keenest 

car phone-users at present. One 
car in 27 in Denmark, Norway 
and Sweden has a mobile phone. 

Demand is brisk in less indus- 
trialised countries outside 
Europe, such as Saudi Arabia, 
with 10,000 car phones. 

Mexico plans to set up a system 
for operation in Mexico "City. 
— Stuttgarter Zeitung. 


Combatting AIDS 

AIDS, Acquired Immune Deficiency Syndrome, is not a problem in 
Jordan. But, still, the virus is out there in the world and we can't 
just ignore it, as if we are not part of that world. 

It is very important that we recognise that AIDS is a serious 
threat to people’s besdlh and to humanity at large. For that we 
should find the ways to prevent this virus from propagating in our 
country. I don’t mean that we should get hysterical about it, but we 
should not just ignore it altogether. 

Z think it would be wise to create a committee that would identify 
the possible means that would “bring” the disease into the country 
and propose general guidefines to prevent that. This committee 
should not only comprise doctors, as AIDS is not only a medical 
problem, but also a social one. A good informative fampiign 
addressed especially to citizens travelling to infected countries and 
to students planning to study abroad, must be launched. People 
must know everything that is already internationally known about 
the risks of getting the disease. 

Acting as though we are untouchable will never protect ns. It is 
true that we do not have a problem of drug addiction in Jordan, 
and that sexual behaviour is dictated by a deep sense of the family 
life. But once again, we are not a country cut off from the world 
and we have the doty of dealing very seriously with this deadly 
disease. 


First kisses, stolen kisses and old kissing games

PARIS — Bjorn Borg did it on 
the Wimbledon centre court. 
Cary Grant and Ingrid Bergman 
did it on the silver screen. French 
people seem to be doing it every- 
where all the time. 

Kissing his trophy showed the 
cool Swede's joy in his tennis 
victory, and the Grant-Bergman 
embrace, in Alfred Hitchcock's 
“Notorious,” ranks among the 
longest and most passionate kis- 
ses ever filmed. But for the 
French, the kiss is simply a way to 
say beUo and goodbye. 

In a country where greeting a 
roomful of people can take five 
minutes by the time everyone’s 
cheeks get pecked, kissing' is se- 


rious business. So serious, that a 
university professor and journal- 
ist have Witten a 294-page book 
on the subject. 

Le Baiser. (the kiss) by Xavier 
Fauche and Christiane Noetzlin 
and published last month by 
Stock, tells everything anyone 
might ever want to know about 
kissing — from first kisses, stolen 
kisses and warm-up kisses to the 
germ content of saliva. 

Historical documents, literary 
references and scholarly opinions 
abound. In the chapter on mater- 
nal kisses, psychoanalyst Fran- 
coise Dolto warns that small chil- 
dren confuse kissing with canni- 
balism and urges mothers against 
smothering. 

The French may be Europe’s 
busiest kissers. Families kiss 


when they come down for break- 
fast and again before they leave 
for school or work. They greet 
friends with a kiss — two or three 
depending on age and region — 
and again when they part. And it 
starts all over when they get 
home and go to bed. 

Young girls are trained to prof- 
fer the right cheek, aim away 
from the mouth and neveT make 
the first move. When in doubt, 
it’s forehead first. 

The book also looks at kissing 
through the ages. In 19th century 
France for example. Maraichin- 
age — a French kissing game — 
was a socially accepted practice 
that allowed young girls to try out 
the techniques of their potential 
husbands. 

Held only on Sundays, it in- 


volved deep tongue kissing be- 
tween at least 10 or more couples 
who changed partners weekly. In 
some parts of France, the “ton- 
gue duelling,” which often led 
further, took place outdoors, be- 
hind colourful parasols stuck into 
the ground, which the authors 
described as “intimacy in public, 
outdoors.” 

In other regions. Maraichinage 
took place only in church, with 
couples sitting opposite each 
other on narrow benches. Clergy- 
men banned the practice in 1864. 

Despite its suggestive title, 
much Le Baiser reads like a 
doctoral thesis, with long chap- 
ters on kissing in sculpture, paint- 
ing, opera and on the silver 
screen.

8 Polish soccer dubs punished 

WARSAW (R) — Severe penalties have been imposed on eight 
Polish First Division football dubs for dispirited perfo rma nces in 
end-of-season matches, the sports daily PrzegUd Sportowy said 
Wednesday. The soccer federation has banned the dobs from 
foreign trips and transferring playexs for at least a year and the 
results of four games between the offending tides have been 
declared null. The “lack of sporting sprit as well as lack of 
ambition to achieve the best results aim foe inexplicably bad form 
of some players” were the reasons given for penalising Lech 
Poznan, Zaglebie Lubin, Lechia Gdansk, Gomik Walbrzych, 
Olimpia Poznan, Polonia Bytom, Rntih Chorzow, StaiMielec and 
Motor Lublin. The federation ordered a replay of the Gomik- 
Motor ma*di because foe result affects the line-up of dobs to 
compete in a play-off series for four {foies in next season’s First 
Division. Last year six First Division Polish tides were sanctioned 
following allegations of match fixing although no evidence of 
“bribery was ever produced.

LONDON (R) — Equities were firm in late trading, but light, 
persistent profit-taking after the lower WaD Street opening saw 
the majority of prices off their best levels, dealers said. 

Early demand was centred on leading issues, with firmer 
sterling and a belief that recent declines were overdone providing 
the early impetus. At 1430 GMT the FTSE 100 was up 15.0 at 
2,280.5 after touching a high of 2,292.4 earlier. 

Dealers said the pace of the early advance indicated strong 
demand from institutional investors, but many noted retau 
interest and more overseas buying than of late. 

One dealer said be believed that the bull market was still intact, 
and despite the absence of any change in fundamentals, many 
investors seemed to think the London market was a good buy at 
current levels.

WASHINGTON (R) — The United States’ foreign 
debt more than doubled in 1986, prompting com- 
parisons with heavily indebted Latin American 
countries and warnings about the economic costs of 
reliance on foreign investment. 


The Commerce Department 
said Wednesday U.S. foreign 
debt swelled to S263.3 billion in 
1986, up from $111.9 billion in 
1985 — the first year since 1914 
that the United States became a 
debtor nation. 

Tbe United States now is the 
world’s largest debtor nation, 
though it can still finance its- 
defiat in its own currency unlike 
other large debtors like Brazil 
and Mexico. Economists say a 
price eventually must be paid, in 
flation or recession for living 
beyond its means. 

“I continue to be worried that 
we’re drifting into a situation that 
is not very different from the 
countries of Latin America,” 
commented, Mr. Norman 
Robertson, chief economist for 
Mellon Bank in New York. 

By the end of the decade, the 
United States is likely to have 
foreign debts of $500 billion that 
will cost $40 billion a year to 


service through interest pay- 
ments. Mr. Robertson said. 

Increased U.S. indebtedness 
and reliance on foreign capital 
means higher debt payment and 
less money for domestic invest- 
ment, thus bring on recession. 

Similarly, in order to attract 
foreign investment, the United 
States must offer higher interest 
rales, adding to domestic borrow- 
ing and financing costs, which 
boost inflation. 

The increased debt is from 
deficit buying by Americans of 
products from overseas and also 
from increased foreign takeovers 
of American business enterprises 
— with profits from those 
businesses flowing out of the 
country and adding to the deficit. 

“We can live with these kinds 
of debt levels as long as foreiga 
(investors) want to buy U.S. 
debt,” said Mr. Martin Regalia, 
director of research and econo- 
mics at the National Council of 


Savings Institutions. 

“But we don’t have control of 
our own destiny.” be added. 

Offsetting tbe gloomy foreign 
debt news were signs that U.S. 
inflation slowed in May while 
orders for expensive durable 
goods showed strength in the 
industrial sector. 

The key consumer price index 
rose 0.3 per cent in May — lower 
than the 0.4 per cent recorded in 
each of tbe three preceding 
months, the Labour Department 
said. Increases for clothing, trans- 
portation and housing were the 
smallest so far this year. 

Orders for expensive durable 
goods were down by 0.1 per cent 
last month, falling for the first 
time in four mouths. But after 
subtracting the often volatile de- 
fence component, orders posted a 
1.4 per cent gain. 

Mr. John Hagens, vice presi- 
dent of Warton Econometrics 
said the May inflation report 
pointed to a future levelling off in 
price rises that should help keep 
interest rates down. 

'This confirms that most of the 
surge (in prices) in the first quar- 
ter was temporary and we're now 
running at a 3.5 per cent to 4.5 
per cent rate,” Mr. Hagens said. 


Administration officials and 
economists said tbe durable 
goods orders showed health in 
the manufacturing sector. 

“On balance these figures have 
strengthened appreciably this 
year after three years of flat 
performance,” Commerce 
Secretary Malcolm Baldrige said, 
predicting more increases as the 
U.S. trade performance with the 
rest of the world improves. 

Togethr with recent gains in 
industrial production ana capac- 
ity use, the figures show be- 
leaguered manufacturing sector is 
finally reviving thanks to the 
protracted decline in the dollar 
over the past 2V* years, econom- 
ists said. 

In another report, the govern- 
ment said Americans’ average 
weekly earnings, after allowing 
for inflation, rose 0.4 per cent in 
May after two successive months 
in which earnings fell. 

House passes budget 

Meanwhile, the Democra tic- 
controlled House of Representa- 
tives Wednesday approved a con- 
troversial, deficit-cutting 1988 
budget that challenges President 
Reagan over tax and defence 


policy. 

Passage of tbe trilUon-dollar 
budget came on a 215 to 201 vote. 

The Senate is expected to give 
final congressional approval 
Thursday to the plan written by 
Democrats controlling Congress 
over the strong opposition of 
President Reagan and fellow Re- 
publicans. 

The budget, which President 
Reagan does not have to sign, 
would be the working U.S. 
budget, providing a blueprint for 
further congressional decision- 
making on money matters. 

It cuts next year’s estimated 
federal deficit by $37 billion to 
$134 billion through tax proposals 
and spending restraints. 

Republicans assailed the 
budget's recommended $64 bil- 
lion in new taxes over a three- 
year period and its reductions 
from President Reagan's defence 
requests. 

Representative Delbert Latta, 
an Ohio Republican, called the 
plan tbe worst one ever voted on 
because of an “odious tax hike.” 

As debate got under way, 
House Speaker Jim Wright said 
President Reagan was staging a 
“phony fight" with Congress over 


tax and budget policy to divert 
attention from the Iran-contra 
scandal and other problems. 

During campaign-type appear- 
ances in Florida on Tuesday, 
President Reagan a gain vowed to 
veto any tax bill to implement the 
Democrat-written budget that 
calls for $19 billion in new taxes 
next year. 

“Any tax hike bill makes it into 
the Oval office won’t make it out 
alive," President Reagan said. 

President Reagan's own 
budget, which also included some 
$18 billion in higher revenues — 
which be refused to call taxes — 
was rejected by Republican and 
Democratic majorities of both 
Senate and House. 

Last week, a conference com- 
mittee dominated by Democrats 
approved the compromise tril- 
lion-doll ar spending plan with a 
$134 billion deifict — down from 
the estimated S171 billion ex- 
pected to occur otherwise in 
1988. 

The budget also cuts President 
Reagan's request for $312 billion. 
Spending authority is similar to a 
line of credit, with actual military 
spending under the bill expected 
to be about S29G billion. 


Banks collect more funds from poor states 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Banks 
slowed lending to Third World 
countries in 1986 so much that 
they collected $5.4 billion more 
than they lent out, reversing the 
usual flow of money, the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund (IMF) re- 
ports. 

The shift came even though 
U.S. Treasury Secretary James 
Baker and other leading Western 
financial officials have been 
urging the commercial banks to 
lend more to the heavily indebted 
countries as way of helping them 
grow out of their financial prob- 
lems. 

Tbe IMF said that before last 
year banks were still lending 
more than they were collecting, 
with a net of $10 billion in new 
lending in 1985, $15 billion the 
year before, and $36 billion in 
1983. 

The 19S6 figures represent the 
totals for all commercial banks 
and Third World countries, even 
though some countries — includ- 
ing Argentina, Colombia and 
Turkey — received more in new 


A report on the debt by the 
fund's bureau of statistics 
appeared in the June 15 issue of 
“IMF survery," which was made 
available Tuesday. 

The World Bank estimates that 
Third World debt totals about 
$1,085 trillion. Third World gov- 
ernments want new money for 
investments to create jobs and 
raise low standards of living. 
They complain that the billions 
they must pay every year as in- 
terest on their debt leave them 
little for this kind of investment. 

In October 1985, Mr. Baker 
asked banks to lend an additional 
$20 billion by 1989 to 15 of the 
most heavily indebted countries, 
most them in Latin America. 
Instead, the bonks collected $700 
milli on from those 15 big debtors 
in 1985 and S6.4 billion last 
the report said. 

New repayments last year took 
place despite $3.1 billion in new 
lending “concerted” through 
pressure on banks by the fund 
and the 151 governments that own 
it, The report says Argentina got

The IMF report said: 

“The repayments came from 
all regions except Asia, and re- 
flected ... concern among banks 
to reduce their risk exposure to 
developing countries, the opera- 
tion or debt conversion schemes 
in a few countries, especially 
Chile, and the absence of interna- 
tionally endorsed policy reforms 
in certain debtor countries." 

Worry about risks has recently 
led to major U.S. banks setting 
aside additional billions in re- 
serves ro cover possible losses. 

The debt" conversion schemes 
provide that debts be used by the 
creditors to buy up businesses in 


the debtor country. The schemes 
have been endorsed by Mr. Bak- 
er and others, but are expected to 
reduce only a small proportion of 
the debt. 

The fun and its sister orga- 
nisation, the World Bank, make 
agreements on policy reforms 
under which the lending countries 
get new money. Such agree- 
ments, urged by Mr. Baker as a 
condition for new lending, usual- 
ly require that a country devalue 
its currency and cut spending on 
subsidies and other government 
activities. 

So far the government of Bra- 
zil, the biggest Third World de- 
botr, has been unwilling to make 
an agreement with the fund. Re- 
cently, Finance Minister Lniz 
Carlos Bresser made an unpre- 
cedented request that Brazil be 
penmtted to suspend payments 
on the $4.75 billion it owes the 
fond. 

In February, Brazil took its 
own decision to suspend interest 
payments on S68 billion it owes 
.to private banks. In May, the 
Ivory Coast, which owes about $8 
billion, also suspended payments. 


Dollar, after recent gains, takes a dive 


LONDON (R) — The dollar, 
after recent gains, took a dive 
Wednesday when word came 
from Bank of Japan sources in 
Tokyo to the effect that the 
Japanese central bank thinks it 
ought not to rise higher. 

In Europe’s morning it prompt- 
ly dipped as low as 144.25 
Japanese yen after nearly 
reaching 147 on Tuesday. It was 
also weaker against tbe Deuts- 
chemark, while gold reacted by 
firming $2.80 to $443 an ounce at 
the London morning fix. 

The tumble seemed less a re- 
flection of gloomy economic news 
than a tribute to central banks’ 


ability to manipulate markets and 
stabilise currency values — a 
positive fact for the global eco- 
nomy. 

“Central banks are winning the 
psychological war,” said Mr. 
Gavyn Davis, economist at in- 
vestment bankers Goldman Sachs 
in London. 

Speculative buying of the dol- 
lar has sent it higher lately, as 
have Japanese and other inves- 
tors who stocked up to buy Wall 
Street stock and U.S. 
ment bonds.

The cautionary note from the 
Bank of Japan followed market 
rumours Tuesday night that the 
Federal Reserve Board, the U.S.

The message from the central 
banks seems to be that the dollar 
is best left around about where it 
is — which was what was agreed 
by finance ministers of the big 
seven industrial nations in their 
Feb. 22 "Louvre accord.” 


The banks in April intervened 
to prop up the dollar when it fell 
amosi to 137 yen. Now they seem 
to be indicating that, while they 
favour halting its 40 per cent slide 
in value since 1985, they do not 
want too much of a rebound. 

Only last week the Organisa- 
tion for Economic Cooperation 
and Development stressed that 
stable currencies were crucial to 
business confidence — a key to 
continued growth in a world 
which is threatened by recession 
as the United States struggles to 
correct its huge deficit by Duying 
fewer goods from abroad.

S. Arabia licences new bank 

RIYADH, Saudi Arabia (AP) — A company that grew to over £4 
billion from the exchange of foreign currency in Saudi Arabia was 
converted Tuesday into a full-fledged bank. 

Tbe AJ Rajhi Co. for Currency Exchange and Commerce, started 
decades ago by two brothers who sent gold bars to each other via 
strangers on the Saudi national airline, is one of the largest financial 
institutions in the oil-rich kingdom. 

Although the firm took deposits, wrote checks, and handled 
investments, it was never permitted to become a bank. The Saudi 
council of ministers this week finally approved AJ Rajhi going 
public by floating shares, and then becoming a genuine bank. 

Financial experts said it may rank after Riyadh Bank as the third 

•gest bank m the kingdom. 

“nister of information, Sheikh Ah' A1 Shaer announced the 
government approval after the weekly cabinet meeting late 
Monday, saying the 16.6-billion-riyal ($4.42 billion) AI Rajhi will 
go public. 

The firm is now owned by four brothers, and the announcement 
of the change had been expected since 1983. Since the firm already 
took interest-free deposits and could perform most bank functions, 
the only banking power it lacked was making loans. 

The company will now spin off its non-banking activities. This 
includes up to 660 million riyals' ($176 million) worth of real estate 
holdings, farms, and building materials factories. 

Al Rajhi was the biggest money exchanger in the kingdom, 
ibably larger than scores of others pat together, according to 
sources. 


NCR unveils new product 

NEW YORK (R) — NCR Cor- 
poration, the computer and busi- 
ness machines firm, Tuesday in- 
troduced the first commercial 
product based on technology de- 
veloped by a research consortium 
founded five years ago to com- 
pete with Japan. 

NCR hailed the new product, a 
computer software programme 
that assists engineers in the de- 
sign of computer chips, as proof 
that research done by the consor- 
tium, Microelectronics and Com- 
puter Technology Corp. (MCC), 
will help companies remain com- 
petitive against Japan. 

Tbe software package, “repre- 
sents the first example that MCC- 
developed technology is 
appropriate and needed by its 
participants,” said Mr. James 
Van Tassel, vice president and 
general manager of the mic- 


roelectronics division of NCR. 

Bat computer analysts, noting 
that many other companies have 
already developed similar soft- 
ware programmes, known as 
artificial intelligence or expert 
systems, said it was still too early 
to teU whether MCC's work wiil 
boost U.S. technological pro- 
wess. 

MCCs 10 original founders, 
which included NCR, Digital 
Equipment Corp. and Honeywell 
Inc., formed the venture in re- 
sponse to Japan's “fifth genera- 
tion” programme. 

The project, sponsored by tbe 
Japanese government, brought 
together Japan's biggest compu- 
ter companies in an effort to 
develop a new generation of 
artificial intelligence computers 
that could “think'' like human 
beings.

The Electoral Council, which 
under toe const i t u tion has the 
sole right to run the country’s 
balloting, just boms before lira 
announced that ' voting for 140 
mayors would be held in Aug. 23, 
and that a general election would 
be in Nov. 27.
